(1948) and Cincinnati (1949). This is fantasy fandom's an- 
nual No. 1 event, where the authors, editors, publishers and 
readers from everywhere meet to get acquainted and exchange 
views. Friendships, often enduring, are made and renewed. 
Here, you will meet and talk with scores of people, previous- 
ly only names to you, whose interests you share. If you are 
interested in science-fiction or fantasy, this will be the 
high point of the year for you.

TRANSPORTATION 


Pertland is the terminus of transcontinental lines of all types 
ef transportation: train, plane and bus. Several planes arrive 
daily from the east, north and south at Portland's excellent air- 
port. Transcontinental rail lines traverse both banks of the 
scenic Columbia River, giving service either on the northern 
route thru Spokane or by the southern route, via Denver. Pacific 
Trailways and the Greyhound Bus Systems both provide service from 
the east and along the coast. A unique feature of traveling to 
Portland from the east is that you may come and return by differ- 
ent routes at no extra cost (except for your berth). For example, 
you may come by way of the Columbia Gorge and return thru British 
Columbia, seattle, San Francisco or even Los Angeles, all without 
additional fare. 

Taking this situation into account, Bob Tucker 
is now organizing an expedition, to be known as "VIA PULLMAN TO 
PORTLAND", with the object of getting a full Pullman carload (28) 
of fans to make the trip together. The safari will leave Chicago 
Saturday noon, August 26, Around Monday noon, the mob will ar- 
vive in Los Angeles, there to linger for two days, meanwhile re- 
oruiting new members for the expedition. Wednesday night: to 
train once more, arriving in Portland Friday morning. Following 
the NORWESCON, the mob will entrain about the middle of the week 
to arrive back in Chicago on Saturday, September 9. The fare for 
the entire trip: Chicago, to Los Angeles, to Portland and return 
to Chicago is ha in a lower, $139 in an upper (only $10-15 more 
than the direct trip). Bob Tuoker is arranging it. In case any- 
doesn't know, Bob is at Box 260, Bloomington, Ill.

THE CONVENTION HALL 


The NORWESCON will be held in the Auditorium of the Portland Post 
No. 1, American Legion building. This three-story structure, home 
of Oregon's largest Legion Post, houses complete club facilities 
including, in addition to meeting halls, two bars and an excellent 
restaurant. The Auditorium on the top floor where the NORWESCON 
will meet is ideal for our purposes. It is about 100 feet square 
with a hardwood floor, a balcony and a large theater-type stage, 
approximately three feet above the floor level, in full view of 
the entire hall. The accoustios are excellent and it has a good 
PA system. Altho the whole building is normally closed on Sundays 
and Holidays, the bar and restaurant will be open for the entire 
four days of the convention. The hall is located just out of the 
main business district, where parking is not too much of a problem. 
The St. Francis and Campbell Court Hotels are just two blocks away 
and several others are within an easy walk. 


DISPLAY SPACE 


Along both side walls of the NORWESCON hall, will be tables where 
publishers, dealers and anyone with anything to sell may display 
their wares. It will be a continuous table, 30" wide, clear along 
the wall, and space to a reasonable height behind it may be used 
for background or display advertising. The rental for this dis- 
play space for the entire four days of the NORWESCON is $1 a run- 
ning foot. You may set up the displays or we will do it if you 
provide the material. Send in your reservations immediately, 
accompanied with the rental fee and preference as to location, as 
choice locations will be allotted in the order received.
